1 . According to tine Amendment, filed 03 December 2008, tine status of tine claims is 
as follows: 

Claims 1, 7, 12, and 22 are currently amended; 
Claims 2, 4-6, and 13-15 are previously presented; and 
Claims 3, 8-11, 16-21, and 23-26 are cancelled. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pp. 6-9, filed 03 December 2008, with 
respect to the rejection of claims 1 , 2, 4-10, 13-15, and 22-25 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Bond et al, U.S. Patent No. 4,109,643 A ("Bond"), in view of 
Dunlop, U.S. Patent No. 6,939,307 B1 ("Dunlop"), have been fully considered, and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 4-10, 13-15, and 22-25 has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pp. 6-9, filed 03 December 2008, with 
respect to the rejection of claim 12 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bond in view of Dunlop, as applied to claim 8, and further in view of Tham et al, U.S. 
Patent No. 5,912,656 A ("Tham"), have been fully considered, and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claim 12 has been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pp. 6-9, filed 03 December 2008, with 
respect to the rejection of claim 26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bond in view of Dunlop, as applied to claim 22, and further in view of Falcone et al, U.S. 
Patent No. 5,483,983 A ("Falcone"), have been fully considered, and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claim 26 has been withdrawn.
